Worh to be Aided by Development 
Bureau, County Farm Bureau 
and Agricultural Agent. 


Monday of this week M. M. Me- 
Cool, professor of svils at the Agri- 
cultural college, arrived in Grayling 
lo open operations for a series of 
experiments to be carried out at the 
Crawford county experimental farm. 
This is located in Grayling township 
near the county intirmary. This par- 
ticulur piece of land is just about the 
pvorest that can be found anywhere 
in this county and was selected for 
that reason. 

About 25 years ago the M. a. C. 
conducted an experimental station 
there but at that time comparatively 
little was known of the possibilities! 
of such soils and the station was 
abandoned. The findings of the Col- 
lege were recorded in the records 
and this did much to retard the de- 
velopment of Crawford county. How-: 
ever this is a different day and ev- 
erywhere in Crawford county far-- 
mers have proven that wonderful 
crops could be raised in places that 
would not be looked upon with great 
favor a few years ago. 

Prof. McCool says that this series 
ef experiments will continue over a! 
series of years. He said that he was, 
not privileged to say much but he: 
had a most optimistic look upon his 
fuce at the time and we shall be) 


greatly mistaken if the old enperi-! 


mental station is not going to be 
myade ta blossom like a rose within 
the next few years. i

Aboard the U. S. S. Peunsylvania, 
Hampten Roads, Va.—President Hard- 
ing served notice upon the whole 
world that the United.

In one respect, Lowever, the carv- 
ing out of what is now the Unton of 
South Africa is without its parallel 
in the development of the United 
Stites.

Pretendipg a knowledge of the meta- 
physical wid dabbling in fortune telling 
tave always been within the nravince 
of the gypsy women, They lave

TEMPLE STONES THAT 

MAY BECOME HEARTH 
STONES 


Cable reports recently stated that 
Harborough Rocks, one of the best- 
known of the so-called “Druid Circles” 
of England, would be troken up and 
used by & company for building homes. 

The reports bring to mind what 
might be termed the “fight for sur- 
vival” of the monuments and works of 
urt of pust uges against the activities 
of later generations. 

During the dark ages priceless mar- 
ble statues by Praxiteles and other 
Freek masters of sculpture were 
burned tu make lime, In northern 
Africa and Asia Minor, in numerous 
places where classical ruins are found, 
heautifully chiseled stones—physical 
symbols of “the glory that was Greece 
and the grandeur that was Rome"— 
have been built into the uncouth huts 
of the natives, The smaller stones 
from “Druid Circles” and “avenues.” 
lying. on the surface of the ground, 
ready quarried, have long fallen prey 
to near-by peasants Jaoall the coun- 
tries In which they occur, Even the 
Stonehenge, on Salisbury Plain, Eng- 
land, fumous as the greatest of the 
supposed Druid temples and one of 
the most striking of the uninseribed 
tnonuments of the world, has not en- 
tirely estaped the hand of the vandal, 
The larger monoliths are too massive 
for easy removul, but some of the 
smaller stones have disappeared and 
are reported to hive been built into 
bridges and mill dains of the adjacent 
countryside. 

Relatively small stone circles and 
parallel rows of monoliths known xs 
“avenues.” are numerous In England, 
Wules, Scotland and treland. They 
also are found in nutubers in western 
Europe, espectatly ia France. und to 
o lesser degree In northern Africa, and 
in southern Asta nts far enst as india. 
Among them, however, the compara- 
lively few great groups stand = out 
prominently. Stonehenge differs from 
most of the other circles in the great 
size of the upright stones. and in the 
fuct that massive Mptels are placed 
from upright ta upright, forming cril- 
ithens. The placing of the concentric 
circles and outlying marker stones of 
Stonehenge in such a way that Its 
axix points practicnlly ca the rising 
stnoan the longest day of the year— 
the summer solsticee—has led to gen- 
ernl aceeplance of the theory that 
this was a temple for sun worship, 

Because of an astronomical change 
which slowly shifts the apparent point 
of sunrise at successive summer got- 
stices, it dias been possible to compute 
the date of the bullding of Stonehenge 
as approximately 1680 B. C.. It Is he 
lieved that the @ aaller circles and the 
avenues and of. \ monuments of great 
stones belong i approximately the 
same period. whirh Is the Inte Neolith- 
le age. While the lnrger circles like 
the Stonehenge and Harborongh Rocks 
deunness are teniples for aun worship 
and human sacrifice, it Ia believed that 
the smaller groups of stones mark bu- 
ral places.

erroneous idea, for the people who 
Nve on its banks are sald to be In the 
enjoyment of good health. But fish 
cannot Hve In its waters, which are 
especially nauseating. The Jordan 
and six other rivers flow into the 
Dead sea, which has no outlet, but 
gets rid of its surplus by evaporation. 
In the Bible this baneful body of wa- 
ter Is called the Salt Sea of the Plaing 
and Sea of the Arabnh.

CONGRESS CANNOT REGULATE 
PRIMARY ELECTION. 


16 OTHERS ALSO RELEASED 


Two Justices Dissent From Opinion 
But Agres That Statute Had 
Been Misconstrued. 


Washington—Conviction of United 
States Senator Truman H. Newberry 
in federal courts in Michigan for con- 
spiracy to vivlate the federal] corrupt 
practices act was set aside in a de- 
cision by the Supreme ‘Court an- 
nounced Monday. 

The conviction of 16 other defend- 
ants also was set aside. The court; 
held that Congress was wilhoul pow- 
er to regulate primaries. 

Justice McReynolds read the opinion; 
to which Justice McKenna dissented 
as to the power of Congress, but! 
agreed as to the decisian. 

Chief Justice White also dissented 
from the decision that Congress did 
not have power to control all elec-; 
tions, but agreed that the statute had 
been “grossly misconstrued.” | 

Justice McRaynolds said that the, 
lower court erred in dismissing the 
demurrer of the defendants. ! 

“Obviously, the corrupt practices 
act covers also the primaries and 
other preliminary acts preceding an 
election,” the court said. "She one 
question here is whether Congress 
may limit expenditures of a candidate. 
The source of such power is in section | 
four, article one, of the Constitution. 
This gives Congress the power of reg- 
ulating the ‘manner of holding elec- 
tions,’ and not of ‘elections.’ ” 

Chief Justice White, in his dissent- 
ing opinion, traced in detail the 
growth of the election system to show 
that Congress was given the power 
under the Constitution to regulate sen- 
atorial elections. 

“ft is essentially a Federal mat- 
ter, not existing before the Constitu- 
tion,” said he. 


HAYWOOD SAYS HE WILL RETURN 


J. W. W. Chief Wires from Russia 
Where He Attended Conference. 


Chicago.—The first word from “Big 
Bill’ Haywood, {ndustrial Worker of 
the World leader. now in Russia, 
reached Otto Christensen, his attor- 
ney. A wireless message dated April 
25, from Christiana said that Haywood 
had arrived in Moscow and was at- 
tendtug a conference of trade indus- 
trial uujions and the third interna- 
tionale. 

The message also added that Hay- 
wood would return to the United 
States after the conference and it was 
expected that he would immediately 
give himself up to serve his term at 
Leavenworth for violation of the 
espionage law.

Chicago — In 15-year-old George 
Mitchell, who wandered half starved 
intu the Desplaines street polise sta- 
tion, the Juvenile home has either 
the victim of a shrewd bootlegger’s 
cruelty or the great-great grandsén 
of the Jate Baron Munchausen, 

Geurge's story is that for two years 
he has been the slave of a man he 
knew us Frank Goodren, accompany: 
ing hinn on Dicycle trips across the 
continent to steal and traffic in boot- 
leg whisky. On one trip, the boy 
said, they crossed the Canadian bor- 
der and set themselves up as whisky 
runners. — 

George escaped, he said, when 
Goodren left him 15 miles from Chi- 
cago on Roosevelt road with orders 
to steal a bicyclé and wait. 

After staggering into the palice 
station George said that until two 
years ago he lived with Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank Lackhoff, tn Mancelona, Mich. 
He believed them to be his parents. 
At times they were cruel to him, but 
they allowed him to graduate from 
grammar school. 

Then Goodren. who they said was 
his uncle, appeared and took him to 


Poilaceiphia, 
(ivudren obtained two bicycles, 
whether bought or stolen the boy 


did not know, and they started 
across the continent’ to Los Angeles. 

“My uncle used to stop at farm 
houses along the road and take orders 
to Detroit, and after a while he would 
receive a letter. It would contain 
money, aud he sald it was his com- 
mission. 

“Finally we go into Detroit. It 
must be pretty near a year ago. My 
uncle had a good many friends there. 
I never knew their names, but called 
them by their nicknames. 

“One of his friends and I used to 
row across the lake to the Canadian 
side and then his friend would get 
out and fill a big tank in the prow 
of the boat with whisky. The tank 
was a tin box with a little hole in the 
top. 

“Finally uncle got tired of Detroit 
and we started for Philadelphia. We 
stayed there for a while and then 
went south during the winter. Then 
we astarted for Chicaga,”
